many years, and it 'should-not be for- 
gotten that it was behind those bul- 
warks that the new party had been 
able to grow to its present stature. 

Of particular timeliness, however, 
was Mr. Maharg’s reference to the 
foreigners, so-called, in Canada and 
tle “attitude which the © British-born 
and English-speaking people should 
adopt. toward them, and he spoke 
with special reference to the new 
Franchise Act, which is to be draft- 
ed and passed at the next session of 
Parliament. Pointing to the fact 
that the South African war was 
brought about on account of an un- 
just franchise, he declared that in 
Canada we must be careful that no 
grievance of that kind ‘was allowed 
to becloud the name of the Domin- 
ion. He stated that there were ap- 
proximately two million “foreign- 
ers” in Canada, and that there were 
good and bad among them just as 
there were good and bad among the 
rest of us, and that while there had 
been reason to be critical of them 
in years past, the time had come 
when we would have to weld. our- 
selves and all those who had come 
to our shores from other countries 
into one homogeneous whole if we 

Discussing the natiorial debt, Mr. 
Maharg said it-amounted to approxi- 
mately two billion dollars, and if, by 
any_chance, legislation should be 
passed whiclr would tend to drive 
some of our foreign population out 
of the country, we would be placed 
in a very difficult position. It was, 
he said, only by developing our. nat- 
ural resources that we could hope to 
liquidate our indebtedness, and we 
could not, therefore, afford to drive 
away the labor that would enable us 
to do so. In this connection refer- 
ence was made to railway extension 
work, for which large appropriations 
had been made, but which was retar- 
ded owing to lack of labor. “We 
need the foreigner who has come to 
make his home with us,” said Mr. 
Maharg, and it is our duty to edu- 
cate him in the exercise of the fran- 
chise. 


People, particularly in Western 
Canada, should remember that it is 
largely because of the presence of 
these settlers from foreign lands that 
our population has grown to such an 
extent that these Western Provinces 
are now becoming a political power 
at Ottawa through our increased re- 
presentation there, and through that 
increased representation we should, 
in the very near future, obtain re- 
forms for which the West has loug 
fought. 

It has been through the presence 
and.labor of these people that thou- 
sands of miles of new railways have 
been built, that our coalmines . are 
operated, that waterworks, sewer 
systems, pavements, and other mod- 
ern conyeniences have been provided 
in our cities and towns, They have 
een of material assistance in carry- 
ing through ovr building operations, 
and have added enormously to the 
grain production of the prairie West. 
They are cagcying their Share of the 
burden of taxation from which this 
Western country js securing better 
roads and bridges, more schools, cu- 
ral telephones and other services, In 
a word, they are a mighty factor in 
the growthy development and pros- 


perity of the country, 


Tn our intercourse with them, and 
in all our publi¢ policies, we should 
tréat them, not as allfens, but as Can- 
adians; instead of antagonizing them 
and. so0 condticting ourselves towards 
them as to give them a real griev- 
ance, we should be kindly and con- 
sidcraté in our, treatment, while at 
the same tap frm. in insisting upon 
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' afitafonism to- 
Febuffs, and disfran- 
vill get us mowhere.
